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CnicAOO Wood Pavements.— The Board o; 
Works in the city of Chicago have given the 
preference to wood pavements over those of 
Stone, as being lho most durable of any kind 
yet used there. The following is a description 
of the method of construction: Lay down 
flooring of one-inch boards on a bed of sand; 
coat the floor with aspbaltum; stand on end 
blocks of wood six inches high by three 
inches thick, and nine inches in length, in 
tows about one inch apart, divided hy strips 
Of boards. Fill in these-open narrow spaces 
with asphaltum. Tnere are six miles of these 
pavements in Chicago, which, after six years' 
constant wear, are found to be nearly as perfect 
as when laid down.

To the Editors of the Louisville JounuJ'. 

At a meeting uf the citizens of U bio county, 
Ky., held ai the C/ounuunse in Hartford on 
the 4th Inst, the following preamble and res- 
olutions were unanimously adopted, viz: 

Whereas, wp, the loyal citizens of the loyal 
caun'y of Ohio have seen with deep re- 
gret the recommendation of the Secretary of 
the Treasury asking Congress to tax leaf to- 
bacco 20c per pound, therefore 

Resolved, That to tax leaf tobacco at all will 
be attended with ruinous consequences to the 
1 <boring man, that we believe that such tax 
will fall heaviest upon the poor man; for it is 
emphatically the poor man's only hope fjr 
money to sustain his wile and little ones; that 
the price obtained for tobscco last season has 
cai;sed all w ho could possibly raise such a crop 
in 1863 to abandon almost every other crop, 
and now to tax their all out of the market is 
unwiBe, unjust, cruel, and burdensome 

Resolved, That as Ohio couuty has sent out 
into the Federal army more than half her 
Toting popnlatior. that ths soldiers' wivesand 
children, widows of deceased soldiers and their 
little orphans, have to a great extent with 
their own hands raised little crops of tobacco 
for the purpose of raising means to buy their 
sugar and coffee and clothing, and now for 
Congiess to tax it out of the market what else 
can the poor, war-worn veterans, who have 
bared their bieasts to the many storms of 
shells and balls, battling for the government, 
think of that government but that it is unjust 
and cruel to him, to his dear wife and little 
om s at home. 

Resolved, That the burden of such tax falls 
heaviest on the poorest and most loyal portion 
^cf Kentucky, atsd that we do moat sincerely 
protest against such a scheme. If the gov- 
ernment is obliged to have more money let it 
tax real estate the more, and not the poor sol- 
diesr' wivesand widows, as is emphatically 
the case in this county to a great extent. 

Resolved, That we hereby instruct our Rep- 
resentative in Congress, the Hon. G. H.

Death Among Prisoners.— There were 10,- 
520 Federal prisoners in Richmond on the 18th 
inst. There were 11 deaths among them the 
same day. — Chicago Journal, Dec 30. 

The mortality at Rock Island Birracks, for 
the week ending 26th, was 42. The numbe > 
of prisoners 'was 5,22'J, or only one-half the 
number at Richmond. This shows a greater 
mortality at Rock Island, according to the 
number, than at Richmond. 

It strikes us that deaths at the rate of near- 
ly 200 a menth, at Rock Island Barracks, out 
of some 5,000 prisoners, is altogether too large. 
"It was inhuman, said the Union officer, "to 
bring so many weak and emaciated and sick 
people from Chattanooga to Rock Island, in 
cold freezing weather, in box cars, and with- 
out fire. The sick should have been left be- 
hind; it was bad enough to bring well people 
in that manner." This may be, and perhaps 
is, one reason for so great a mortality among 
the prisoners. Another reason, perhaps, is the 
inadequateness of the Medical Department. 
There ib not half enough hospital room and 
hospital supplies; and in place of four or five 
Surgeons, some of them picked up by chance, 
ior temporary employment, there ought to be 
ten or twelve first class physicians — the very 
best physicians — and plenty of nurses. We 
presume it is no fault of the department that 
they have not been furnished, for it is almost 
impossible to procure good physicians, but it 
is a fault that hospital accommodations and 
hospital supplies are inadequate. This fault, 
however, is being remedied as fast as po sible. 
But many lives, we have no doubt,could have 
been saved if the Medical Department bad, in 
e/very respect, been what it should have been.

IMPROVEMENT OF THK NAVIGATION Of TUt 
OlllO. 

The almost total uselessness of the Ohio 
river during most of the last seasyn, the fuel 
famine consequent tnereon, and the enormous- 
ly hitb freights to which the whole business 
ot tbe Ohio Valley has been subject on ac- 
count of tbe great uncertainty of this stre-tm 
have forced men to consider anew the subject 
of its improvement. It seems necessary to 
«• ..-pier u now immediately, for the reason 
that the members of Congress representing 
this vast valley are about to be called on to 
vcte vast amounts) for making ship canals for 
Illinois and New York, when we need a ship 
canal, of far greater importance, bordering' 
Sve States, and which no one State has the 
authority to make without the action of Con- 
gress. Let the State of Illinois, and also the 
State of New York, be told that if they would 
have aid for their State works by the General 
Government, they must also be willing to aid 
us in making a much more needed ship ctnal 
of about a thousand miles in length. 

The great difficulty heretofore has been that 
no plan for this improvement has been offered 
that engineers and practical men could agree 
upon as practicable. The plan of tan late 
Ce lonel Ellet for miking artificial reservoirs, 
to be let out gradually to keep up the water in 
the river to a good navigable depth, the plan 
ol low wiug-dams to confine the water to a 
narrow channel at the sboal places, and the 
plan of slack-water navigation, locks and 
dsms, are the only ones that have been here- 
tofore considered. The two first-named plans 
have generally been regarded as impractica- 
ble, while the slack- water plan has been re- 
garded as practicable, but liable to numerous 
objections. 

We bave before us an elaborate report of a 
cctcmittee of the Pittsburg Board of Trade, 
tu-atirg fairly and with marked ability the 
various plans which have been proposed, and 
proposing a medley plan, partaking oi the 
characteristics of the three plans mentioned. 
Another plan is before the Louisville Board of 
Trade, which is a modification of the plan of 
slack-water — locks and dams — and which is 
claimed will obviate the great dicflialties and 
remove the leading objections lo tbe slack- 
waier plan. 

Before describing this plan it may be advisa- 
ble to state the leading objections to the slack- 
water plan. The Pittsburg report states that 
"tbe opponents ol this system assert some 
eleven leading objections." They state and 
answer, more or less successfully, all of them. 
The objet lion that there will not'be suffi-iient 
water in the Ohio without reservoirs; that 
dams will cause the river to be longer ob- 
structed with ice; that it will injure the lum- 
ber trade and the coal busine.-s; that the 
ponds or pools will fill up wi U Sttdimeut; 
that locks and dams set a limit to the amount 
of freight which can be transported by wat«r; 
that the frequent washing away of the dims, 
breaking of locks, ga'es, &c , will be liable to 
orstruct navigation; the endangering th° 
ht allbluluess of the country by stagna ion to 
the pools formed by the dams, aud the ob- 
jection to the delay in running time are an- 
8V, ert d by the Pitteburg committee iu the 
most triumphant manner. In regard .0 the 
ot-jection "that dams will cause a vast increase 
in the elevation of great floods," they give 
the testimony of Mr. lloberts that the iucrease 
would be trom fivo to nine feet additional 
only, and which, in fact, leaves this objection 
remaining in its full force. The other letding 
otjecticn, "that it dams are placed across '.he 
river all the trade will be, for fifty weeks, 
forced thtough tbe locks," fs answered by tbe 
statement that "the business of tbe river would 
be only too glad to avail itself ot the locks" 
It is to obviate mainly these two list objec- 
tions that the Louisville modification is 
oflered. This plan consists mainly in this: in 
so cOLStructiug a portion of tbe dam, say for 
two hundred feet across the main channel, 
that it may be easily, rapidly, and cheaply 
removed at the approach of high water, when 
the locks are not needed, and which can be 
readily restored at the approach of low water. 
Tl is may be done in three ways: Firstly, by 
constructing it of cast iron in sections, hinged 
on a permanent platform, to be folded in the 
bottom of the river when not needed, leaving 
the river nearly in its original and unobstruct- 
ed condition. Secondly, by sliding in sec- 
tions of the dam on rails on the platform of 
tbe dam, and when removed, drawing them 
back in the rear of the higher permanent por- 
tion of tbe dam; and thirdly, by tha use of 
gates of peculiar construction, not unlike the 
gates of a canal lock, to close the channel 
when 1 Its" Itwiia are to ua» tmitigrtt. into nee.-*,, 
tion. This plan iuvolves the use of valve 
gates, such as are used in locks, not only in 
the movable dam but throughout the other 
portions of ihe permanent dam, to such an 
extent as not only todrawolT the wateriu th" 
pools when the portable portion of the dim 
is to be removed, but also to cause as little 
obstruction as possible during great x>is, so 
as to pieveot the great damage that must re- 
sult from any great addition to the height of 
water at floodp. 

It is proposed to make these dams, say 25 
(eet high, and of what may be called a paved 
embankment, or what is technically called 
"tip-rap" work, miking each dam a bridge 
across tbe Ohio, with tbe exception of a few 
days at tbe highest floods. This will involve 
the construction oi a balanced draw -bridge, 
vsbicb, in most cases, may not only cj/er the 
fpace occupied by tbe portable portion of the 
0em8cross the cbannel, but also the locks, 
aud which may be tended by the men at the 
licks without auy additional expense. Such 
a bridpe, when open, to be protected by a 
heavy "break -water," or tower, which would 
be necessary, as indicating the cbannel at 
high water, even if the bridge were not used. 

Tbe revenue from these bridges might in 
many places be enough to constitute a fiir 
dividend on the whole cost of construction, 
at d would be ol incalcuable benefft to the sec- 
tions of country »• d cities accommodated by 
them. A ten or twelve foot dam would be 
necessary *t the head of the falls, and a bridge 
upon it, as suggested, would be of iacalcnable 
nflvantagc to Louisville and .lufTersonville, 
» bile a revenue could be derived from it more 
tian sufficient to pay a fair dividend upon its 
construction. 

While it is estimated by tbe Pittsburg cim- 
pany that about lit' y wing dams, ten feet 
bipb, might be required between Pittsburg and 
Caito, not more than twenty or twenty-five 
would be needed of the kind proposed, the 
expense depending upon the character of the 
work — from ten to twenty- five millions, or 
ot.ly about half as much for making a ship 
cetbal of near a thousand miles, as the New 
York canal cost of only about one-third the 
extent. 

A very serious objection to the ordinary 
slack-water plan is, that, for several days dur- 
ing high water, the navigation is entirely ob- 
structed. Tbis is at a lime when the water is 
too high for the locks to be used, and not 
high enough to pass boats over the dams. We 
regret that this obstacle was not considered 
by the Pittsburg Committee, and which the 
Louisville plan entirely obviates. During 
high water in all its stages, the dam across the 
main cbannel is dropped or entirely removed, 
leaving the river nearly in its original condi- 
tion. 

We are satisfied that tbe Pittsburg plan 
csnnot meet tbe approval of engineers and 
practical river men generally, and regret that 
we have not space to enter upon the objec- 
tions in detail. The Pittsburg committee do 
not, however, insist upon their plan as an ul- 
timatum, and would, no doubt, consider fairly 
auy other that might be proposed. It is de- 
sirable that conferences should be had imme- 
diately among the friends of tbe improvement 
in regard to the plan to be adopted, as it is 
necessary — absolutely necessary — that a plan 
should be fixed upon before going before Con- 
gress, if a favorable result is to be expected 
from the action ol that body. — Lou. Democrat.

The obstructions having been remov»d by 
natural causes, nothing now prevents the 
taldng of Charleston when the Admiral wills 
it. In a postscript the correspondent ad is: 
The rebels' have three iron-clads building at 
Charleston, two of them on the Dunderhur^ 
plrin. 

On January 1st a United States v«3sel de- 
stroyed a schooner laden with tnrpentins at 
Motrin's Inlet, GO miles north of Charleston.

OBJECTIOKS TO GENKItAL CONSCBIPTION IN 

■I iik Soith. — The Richmond Whig of a late 
date has a long and strong article against the 
gfucral consciiption proposed in the rebel 
Congress. It finds very serious objection to 
tuch a measure, and thinks the very sugges- 
tion of it will bave a bad effect. It says with 
much force: 

A frtiizy for the moment seems to posaesj 
Loih the administrative and legislative 
branches of tbe government upon tbe subject 
of twellinp; tbe muster rolls of our armies. 
Whence comes this frantic infatuation? Is it 
a symptom of panic, of trepidation bordering 
on despair? Are we reduced to the necessity 
of makinp; such an exhibition to our enemies 
and to the world, in resorting to such desper- 
ate measures, unparalleled in the history of 
wars? Is it one of the protean forms of dem- 
agog uery that has bewitched our civil leaders? 
The "equality of every man;" ergo, "al! must 
go to the field I Is not our war based on the 
principle and fact, which all history has de- 
monstrated as a truth — the inequality ot 
reaii— for policy we say races? Or is it the 
tchtme of the designing and the aspiring? 
Tbis subject demands tbe earnest, tho cau- 
tious, the most deliberate consideration and 
ciicumsprction ol Congress. 

Btsidts the incalculable it-juries that would 
in every way result from wholesale conscrip- 
tion, the agricultural interests of the country 
would be wholly neglected. Negroes left to 
themselves will not mike even their own 
fupport.

PCBLIC MeETIXO TO ORGANIZE AN ASSOCIA- 
TION FOB TUB BETTER RlLIE? OF TUB POOR. 

We are requested by several public-spirited 
citizens to call a public meeting to-night in 
the Chamber of the Common Council, for the 
purpose of considering the propriety of organ- 
izing an association for the better relief of the 
Poor. We gladly comply with this request. 

The movement contemplated by this call is 
wise and important. In our judgment, the 
movement is necessary to effect the adequate 
relief of the Poor; certainly it is necessary to 
effect such relief without unnecessary waste 
and without inflicting conntervailing evils. 
What we want is not means of relief so much 
as system in administering them. This in 
any considerable degree we have not got; and 
for the want of it the ample means at our 
command are consumed with comparatively 
little good effect. While the number of per- 
sons amongst us demanding relief is probably 
not more than 1,500, not less than 15,000 dol- 
lars, it is estimated, have been raised already 
to meet tho demand. This amount, if ju- 
diciously administered, would have been 
enough to relieve all the Poor in our city for 
the entire year; nay, it is no exaggeration to 
say, that, under a judicious system of ad- 
ministration, this amount wonld have been 
enough to relieve for an entire year fire times 
all the Poor in our city. The report of one 
of the societies for the relief of the Poor in the 
city of New York, similar to the societies for 
the like purpose which exist in London 
and Paris and the other principal cities of 
Christendom, shows that during the last year 
33,845 persons were relieved by an expendi- 
ture of 36,670 28, which is at the rate of less 
than two dollars a person. At this rate the 
money already raised for the relief of the Poor 
in our city would suffice to relieve the ex- 
isting number of poor persons for the 
next five years. We cite the case of the so- 
ciety in question by way of showing what 
can be done under a proper system. 
What is likely to be done without a proper 
system is shown by our own case: — the ex- 
penditure in a few weeks of five times the 
amount necessary to relieve the Poor for the 
entire year, and the work of relief yet in the 
incipient stage. Such is the net result of the 
present mode of relieving the Poor. Our 
people are generous to a fault; but their gen- 
trcsily, for the lack of a fit system ef admin- 
istration, loses its proper effect. Their gene- 
rosity has the effect of profusion rather than 
of enlightened and regulated charity. 

They order this matter better in the groat 
cities of our country and of Europe; and the 
object of the meeting to-night is to take steps 
to organize an association for the relief of the 
Poor on the model furnished by those cities. 
We hope the meeting will be large. Its pur- 
pose is one of deep interest to every member 
of the community. 

Caleb B. Smith. — The public journals of 
Indianapolis, both conservative and radical, 
pay high and eloquent tributes to the memory 
of Judge Smith. The tributes are interesting 
as well as handsome. "As a judge," says the 
Journal, "be was amiable and courteous to a 
degree which disarmed partisan bitterness at 
a period of unusual party exasperation, and 
his fairness was so evident that there could be 
little more complaint of it than of his demean- 
or. He saw the pith of a proposition, or a 
difficulty, readily, and could state it with a 
freedom from embarrassing qualifications 
that enabled the most ordinary understanding 
to follow his reasoning closely up to his con- 
clusion. If he bad lived, there is no doubt 
he would have adorned the bench, 
and added another to his many ti- 
tles to the respect of the thonsands 
who will mourn bis death. But it was 
chiefly as an orator, and especially as a popu- 
lar or 'dump' orator, that Mr. Smith excelled. 
Here he had few rivals, and no superior. In 
some important respects he had neither rival 
nor superior. His voice, singularly clear, 
sonorous, and penetrating, rarely encountered 
B crowd that could exhaust its power without 
obtaining the full freight of thought it carried. 
His language was copious and appropriate, 
often striking, and always clear, and bis style, 
though affecting little of the polished elegance 
Of the pen, was rarely slovenly or feeble. He 
possessed the ability to argue a proposition 
convincingly, while covering it with apt and 
pleasant 'hits,' and could, when it served a 
purpose, say as bitter things as John Randolph 
himself. He rarely attempted a philosophical 
discussion of political questions, but treated 
them in the plain common sense way that 
Sensible men usually speak of them to each 
other, and here lay the secret of his success. 
He could tire as high as anybody if it was 
■worth while, but he knew it was no use, and 
Eo fired into instead of over his audience, and 
this discussion, level with the comprehension 
and habits of his audience, enlivened by wit- 
ty allusions and apt illustrations,and carried 
forth by his superb voice, made him the mas- 
ter of 'stump oratory' that he was. When 
the occasion or the subject demanded higher 
treatment be was equal to it, and few men 
have made so powerful jury speeches as he, 
Dr more complete and thorough legal argu- 
ments. He has left us, but left behind him 
for the encouragement of young men an ex- 
ample of ability striving upwards, unaided 
Bave by integrity and good habits, which 
Dught to Bave to the State many who may 
perish through despair.' ' 

No less generous is the tribute of the Sentinel. 
■'Judge Smith," says the Sentinel, "discharg- 
ed every public position to which he was 
called with dignity, ability, and in accordance 
■with his convictions of duty. As a public 
Bpeaker be was graceful, forcible, and eloquent, 
and as a stump orator he had but few superiors. 
In politics he was a Whig, decided and en- 
thusiastic, and upon the disbandment of that 
noble party he followed the radical portion into 
the Republican ranks. The natural tendency 
of Judge Smith's mind was to conserva- 
tism, and he generally so expressed him- 
self, especially the last year or two, in his 
private conversations upon the difficulties of 
the conntry.but the surroundings of party in- 
fluences guided his public action into the radi- 
cal channels. While Judge Smith was not 
profound or learned, he possessed a compre- 
hensive mind, which readily grasped the sub- 
ject to which it was directed, with the rare 
faculty combined of giving utterance to his 
Ideas in language appropriate, eloquent, and 
exhausting, illustrating them with the charms 
of oratory. In the private relations of life 
•fudge South was most genial, generous, and 
courteous. In his death his family lose a de- 
Toted husband, a kind and indulgent father, 
Und the community a good aad valuable citi- 
zen. Rapidly are passing away the public 
xoen identified with the early history of In- 
diana. One after another falls by the way 
Bide, and in a short time they will all be gath- 
ered to their fathers." 

To what our contemporaries say of the elo- 
eiuence of Judge Smith, the writer can bear 
personal testimony, having heard him address 
a popular meeting several years ago in an 
immense warehouse at Lawrenceburg in 
Indiana. We had never seen Caleb Smith 
before, and we have never seen him since, 
but he _scemed to us, as our contemporaries 
here describe him, a popular speaker of very 
wonderful power. The main charm as well 
as the main power of his oratory appeared to 
sto lay in the full head of ideas from which 



the stream of his eloquence evidently fl.iwer", 
leaving the delight of the auditor un-.hadowtd 
by an apprehension that th 3 majestic and 
beautiful current might at any moment shrink 
into* a rivulet and trickle out. And 
this is a great thing; as all persons of ordi- 
nary sensibility, who are conversant with the 
oratory of the slu-np, will heartily admit. 
When the flight of an orator is the signal for 
•he fright of bis auditois, he cannot hope to 
reduce a very deep effect upon them, even 
; f he escapes without breaking his own bones. 
And the flights of most stump orators belong 

0 this class. But such were not the flights of 
Celeb Smith. If he impressed his auditors 
in general as he impressed us on the occasion 
mentioned, they never felt the slightest anx- 
iety for his safety even in bis boldest excur- 
sions; — they saw him plume his wing, and 
watched him as he soared, with untroubled 
delight. 

The Sentinel expresses the opinion that 
Judge Smith was conservative in his instincts, 
and hints that he was ill at ease in the ranks 
of the dominant party. The Sentinel is prob- 
ably right. Our readers must still remember 
the speech which Judge Smith delivered at 
Providence in Rhode Island in the Autumn 
of 1861. He was then a member of Mr. Lin- 
coln's Cabinet. "The minds of the people of 
the South," he said, "have been deceived by 
the artful representations of demagogues, who 
have assured them that the people of the 
North have determined to bring the power of 
this government to bear upon them for the 
purpose of crushing out the institution of 
slavery. I ask you, is there any truth in this 
charge? Has the Government of the United 
States, in any single instance, by any one 
solitary act, interfered with the institutions of 
the South? No, not one. The theory of this 
government is that the States are sover- 
eign in their proper spheres. The Government 
of the United Slates has no more right to in- 
terfere with the institution of slavery in 
South Carolina than it has to interfere with 

1 he peculiar institutions of Rhode Island, 
whose benefits I have enjoyed to-day. My 
friends, I bave known tho President long and 
well. It has been my fortune to be selected 
as one of his constitutional advisers. I have 
bad the honor of being connected with this 
administration since the commencement, and 
I tell you to-nigbt that you cannot find in 
South Carolina a man who is more anxious 
religiously and scrupulously to observe all 
the features of the Constitution relating to 
slavery than Abraham Lincoln. My friends, 
we make no war upon Southern institutions. 
We recognize the right of South Carolina and 
Georgia to hold slaves if they desire them. 
But, my friends, we appeal to you to uphold 
the great bannor of our glorious country, 
and to leave the people of that country to 
settle their domestic matters according 
to their own choice and the exi- 
gencies which the times may present." 
These words, uttered several months after the 
war had b»gun, and uttered in view of the 
declarations of various abolition leaders in 
favor of emancipating and arming the slaves 
of the South, were hailed in all partfi of the 
country as furnishing not only an evidence 
but an authoritative assurance that the revo- 
lutionary and destructive scheme of emanci- 
pation would never be adopted by the Presi- 
dent. They served to calm the public solici- 
tude respecting Mr. Lincoln and to re-estab- 
lish the public confidence in him. The 
country accepted the pledge they contained. 
But Mr. Lincoln, as the country knows 
to its cost, has not redeemed this pledge. 
On the contrary, be has broken it, 
and scattered it to the winds, in the face of 
the country and of the world. And his party 
has sanctioned if it did not compel this act 
of stupendous faithlessness. It surety re- 
quires no stretch of credulity to believe that 
the man who uttered these just principles felt 
ill at case in a party which thus trampled 
them into the dust and mire of an unholy am- 
bition. The conjecture does no violence to 
probability; and certainly no dishonor to bis 
memory. 

School fob Teachers.— Gen. W. C. Whit- 
aker has introduced in the Senate a bill for 
the establishment of a school for teachers in 
the State of Kentucky. This is a most time- 
ly measure, calculated to exert a powerful and 
beneficial influence on the prospects of our 
State; and it is a matter of no little pride to 
Kentucky that her legislators, in these times 
ef tumult and confusion, do not forget to 
make provisions for her future prosperity and 
peace. It argues for them a high degree of 
wisdom and foresight, — tor Kentucky an 
amount of inherentpower and resources which 
cannot fuil to place her among the foremost 
of States in prosperity and virtue. Wherever 
these schools for the training of teachers have 
been established they have gradually and 
constantly elevated the modes of instruction, 
increased the public interest in the cause of 
education, raised the physical, mental, and 
moral worth of the citizens, developed the re- 
sources of the respective countries or sec- 
tions of countries, and improved the ca- 
pacity for virtue and happiness. This is a 
truth which needs no further experimental 
proof, and the establishment of such a school 
in onr State must confer these benefits upon us. 
A wise economy, too, must force the measure 
upon us, as the only one which will enable the 
State to reap adequate results from the liberal 
annual expenditure for school purposes.wn ex- 
penditure which is now worse than thrown 
away in the employment of incompetent 
teachers, who do injury instead of good — the 
only one which will afford parents a good 
school in their immediate vicinity, enabling 
them to educate their children at home, in- 
stead of depriving them at too early a period 
of the inestimable benefits of home influence. 
We hope that General Whitaker's bill will 
soon be made a law, to add new glory to the 
already glorious star of Kentucky.

LETTER FROM FRANK FOR T.

Fbankfobt, January 12, 1861. J 
We may congratulate ourselves upon the 
untiring vigilance of Gov. Bramlette, who, 
^ince bis inauguration, has shown that he un- 
derstands the needs of Kentucky and is detor- 
tnirtd to carry ont all such measures a3 will 
most Epeedily restore the supremacy of the 
aws throughout all the confines of the State, 
and place it in such a position that all future 
efforts to invade it in force or by marauding 
bands will te met by a countervailing force 
and repelled. Since my arrival here I have 
every assurance that his recent proclamation, 
requesting the arrest of fire rebel sympathizers 
for every Union man abducted by guerillas 
from our State, will be vigorously carried out. 
I hope it will be. I am no advocate of the 
dangerous sophism of Bassanio in his appeal 
to the disguised "young Doctor of Rome:" 
To do a great > ight, do a little wrong, 
Tocurb ibis cruel devil of bis wilt; 

but when the constitutional clause which for- 
bids any person to be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law is 
claimed as protecting these rebel sympathizers, 
I feel very much inclined to interpret it as 
Portia did the laws of Venice in the caso of 
tbe merchant's bond to Sbylock, letting him 
have the pound of flesh, but at the peril 
of shedding one drop of blood in 
tbe catting it, and to insist that 
by legal authority "due process of law'' 
means tbe entire proceedings in a ciminal 
case from beginning to end, and that final 
process in their case involves "a halter, gra- 
tis, nothing else." The very climax of impu- 
dence is reached by those who invoke the pro- 
tection of guarantied rights under the consti- 
tution which they are zealous to destroy, and 
in their efforts to complete its destruction 
would bold tbe bands of tbe government 
while its enemies are hacking it to pieces, 
let us have the enforcement of the laws, and 
let ns hold the precious constitution sacred in 
every point, but when traitors weuld violate* 
tbe former and abnegate and insult the latter, 
I have no patience with those whose sickly 
sympathy and pseudo humanity would pro- 
tect tbem. 

Gubernatorial proclamations, however, are 
of little avail unless popular sentiment gives 
them something more substantial than a pass- 
ing compliment. Governor Bramlette may 
order arrests, but unless he has the military 
power to enforce his orders they are mere 
mockery. His recent message to the Legis- 
lature shows bow the popular will may be 
carried out,and all the obligations ef Kentucky 
to the Federal Government on the score of 
military services faithfully fulfilled. A year 
ago, when the honor of our State was im- 
pugned in Congress by its hesitation to pas3 a 
law authorizing the raising of a volunteer 
force for the better defecco of the State, on 
the ground that tbe arms and equipments 
furnished by tbe Government might tiud 
their way to rebeldom as the arms of our 
State Guard had done in 1861, our representa- 
tives in Congress and our press pledge! Ken- 
tucky to raise the requisite force of loyal men. 
Consequently the law received tbe President's 
signature and approval on the 7ih February, 
1863, bnt we bave raised only about eight 
thousand men under its provisions. Notwith- 
standing this wont of alacrity, proceeding 
more from the depletion of our available force 
than the indisposition of our people, Governor 
Bramlette arranged with the War Dspartment 
to accept this less than moiety of the number, 
and stay all further recruiting under the law. 
Under this arrangement tha Government 
agreed to mount tbe eight thousand men, and 
Governor Bramlette pledged himself with 
them and tbe organized militia to undertake 
the defence of the State and permit all sub- 
sequent recruiting to be for the old regiments 
and others to be raised for three years. If tho 
entire twenty thousand bad been enlisted, we 
should have had ample protection, but 
the exigencies of the Federal services re- 
quire that the eight thousand shall be "em- 
ployed out of tbe limits of Kentucky against 
the enemies cf United States," and we 
are now left without the defence they 
would bave provided. It should be remem- 
bered that the clause in the law giving the 
President authority to withdraw these troops 
from tbe State was an implied attack on the 
loyalty of Kentucky, but our representatives 
in Congress boldly met it, and took the bill 
with the obnoxious implications, in the confi- 
dent belief that Kentucky would be true to 
herself, and rebuke her maligners by filling 
the entire call. Had she done so, our State 
defence would have been perfect. It is need- 
less to inquire into tbe causes of failure, and 
those who sneer at Kentucky may attribute it 
to any cause but bcr want of loyalty. Suffice 
it to say there has been a failure. The small 
portion of tbe force raised is required on 
other fields, and the momentous question now 
presents itself as to the proper protection of 
tbe State. In the contingency, our patriotic 
Governor calls upon the Legislature to pro- 
vide for the speedy organization of a State 
force, which will be exclusively under State 
control, and not subject to tbe orders of the 
General Government. He has done all he 
could to prevent this necessity, bat it 
has come upon us, and it must bs met. It 
is no time to debate the policy or 
propriety of having left our State unpro- 
tected ; that is a minor evil compared with the 
inability to defend 'be stability of the gov- 
ernment, and we therefore bave no divided 
duty to perform but the dual task of lending 
every man we can spare from bone for the 
reinforcement of the Federal army, and at the 
same time organizing a permanent force for 
our own protection. This can easily be ac- 
complished if we are prepared to make the 
necessary sacrifices. We must look the exi- 
gency right in the face. If it is resolved to 
transfer the theatre of war where its arena 
will no longer prove a bulwark of defence for 
Kentucky, she must make the necessary pre- 
parations to throw forward the bulwark of 
her own Btalwart sons, or those of them who, 
under ordinary circumstances, would not be 
called upon— her militia of the reserve, and 
this must be done promptly. We must be 
snre not to be taken unapprised nor to bs 
shorn of any attitude of our strength, should 
we hear the cry, "the Philistines be upon thee, 
Sampsonl'' The urgency for preparation is 
demonstrated by the fact that Gov. Bramlet e 
has made it the subject of a special message, 
but tbe mode of defence he of course leaves 
to the Legislature. 

I have heard many plans proposed and de- 
bated since tbe first special session was called, 
alter the rebellion bad broken out, lor the 
purpose of arming the State, and my deliber- 
ate cpinion is that no better way can be de- 
vised than to carry into effect our Militia Law, 
with perhaps some slight legislation necessa- 
ry to give it more speedy vitality, and place 
it on a war footing by disencumbering it of 
some of tbe surplusage which would not have 
been heeded on a peace establishment. Ken- 
tucky is in imminent danger. Kentucky has 
need of every man, who is not a cripple or 
senile, to avert that danger, and Kentucky 
has tbe right to coerce, if needs be, the ser- 
vices of all the unexempt. Give the Govern- 
or the power, if additional power is required, 
and appropriate any requisite amount of 
money to enforce the power. We have not 
yet arrived at the realization of the fact of 
actual war in some parta of the State, and, in 
the streets of this capital and of your com- 
mercial metropolis, there is an army of idlers 
who bave no right to be at home, and who, I 
readily believe, would not claim that right if 
they could be made to comprehend the real 
necessity and the inappreciable value of their 
services at this juncture. Let all such be en- 
rolled and organized at once, and Kentucky 
may proudly defy all enemies at home and 
abroad. 

In the meantime, Senator Bristow who3e 
military experience gives his opinions 
great weight, has reported a bill authorizing 
the Governor to raise by volunteering or by 
draft, 5,000 troops, to be attached to such 
arte 8 as be may deem best, and to serve for 
three years or during the war. These troops, 
when mustered into service, are to be under 
command of tbe Governor and such officers as 



are rrovided for by law, placed upon thesain" 
footing as to I ay and subsistence as Federal 
soldiers and entitled to all the privileges and 
immunities granted by our State laws to 
United States troops. The rules and articles 
of war, the general regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the United States army and the 
State Guard '.aw, are to govern these troops, 
he Governor being authorized, at his discre- 
tion, to modify or add to tbe regulations for 
their better discipline or subsistence. It will 
he for the Legislature to deci le whether this 
plan is preferable to the entire cganization of 
the State Guard. J. 8. W.

The military au- 
thorities arrested Mrs. Long and two other 
women stopping in the house, one of whom is 
blind, and confined them in Barracks No. 1.

Our worthy and popular Provost Marshal, 
SJpjor D. C. Fitch, was made the recipient of 
a handsome gold-headed cane yesterday from 
his friends, as a slight tribute of their esteem 
for him as an officer and gentleman. The 
cane bears the names of the donors. 

Captain W. H. Miller, representative from 
Ohio county in the Kentucky Legislature, re- 
ceived a despatch on Monday, stating that bis 
hotel, in Hartford, together with nearly all 
the appurtenances, and several buildings ad- 
joining, were destroyed by fire en Saturday 
night. Capt. Miller's loss will amount to 
about $10,000. 

ur soldiers of the Invalid Corps were 
ariested yesterday for having broken the 
wiLdows in the house of Mr. Thomas Hunt, 
on Saturday night, because he would- not sell 
them liquor. 

Mr. McQiaiD, a young gentleman from Illi- 
nois, who stopped in our city over Sunday 
night, on his way to Nashville, was robbsd of 
$130 by some professional thief, who extract- 
ed the money by cutting the Bide pocket of 
his coat. 

Two hundred rebel prisoners, under a strong 
guard, left for Johnson's Island last evening. 

hey presented the same pitiable picture as 
those who have previously passed through our 
city. The roads are all open, and they will 
not be detained in reaching their destination. 

We have a great many complaints against 
the intolerable impositions of back-drivers in 
carrying strangers through the city. Several 
individual cases have been represented to M 
of late, in which the guilty drivers have ex- 
acted the most exorbitant prices. All parties 
who are imposed upon by them should not 
fail to take down the number of the hack, 
and lodge complain", with the Mayor. We 
have an ordinance fixing the prices, and the 
drivers are unwarranted in deviating from 
them. 

Mr. McLeary, trunk manufacturer, on the 
corner of Fourth and Main streets, fell on 
the pavement, last Monday night, and broke 
his leg near the ankle. Several other acci- 
dents have occurred since the snow fell, but 
none of them are of a serious character, so far 
lis we are able to learn. 

The bodies of Colonel Ciuke and Captain 
Williams, two of Morgan's men, arrived at 
Cincinnati on Sunday, the former to be for- 
warded to Paris, and the latter to Lexington. 

The 40th ludiana regiment, now at Deck- 
iow's Point, Texas, has reorganized. The 
boys were in good health on the 12th of De- 
ember, and in the best of spirits. 

Welsh, who was arrested in this city on 
Sunday for robbing a man near Bowling Gresn 
of over $300, had a hearing before Judge 
Johnston on Monday. He will be forwarded 
to-day to the point where the crime was com- 
mitted. 

The river is still closed to navigation at 
this place, and freight and passengers to and 
from Jcffersonville go and come by way of 
New Albany, at which point the ferrybo.it 
continues to make regular trips. 

Fifteen rebel prisoners took the oath yester- 
day, and were sent beyond the icy limits of 
the Ohio to practise reform during the war. 
This is one of the penalties which the rebels 
have never retaliated. 

James Lavin, company A, 51st Kentucky, 
died in the guard-house of Barracks No. 1 on 
Monday night under very suspicious circum- 
stances. He had been freely drinking during 
the day at some of the low doggeries of tbe 
city, and was brought to the barracks drunk. 
It is suspected that bis liquor was drugged. 
The case will be investigated. 

James Pcttit, charged with the murder of 
his wife, was indicted by theGrand Jury yes- 
terday, as was also Jacob Medard, charged 
with the mnrder of his father.

Barracks Items. — Two hundred and fifty 
toldiers were sent off yesterday. Seven de- 
serters were sent to Nashville and five to Cairo, 
in irons. Twenty contrabands and Northern 
deserters were received from St. Louis; twen- 
ty deserters and twenty-seven stragglers from 
Cincinnati. Twenty-nine recruits were re- 
ceived from Michigan, and fifty deserters from 
Wisconsin. Forty-two invalid soldiers ar- 
rived from different points. A great many 
mechanics and engineers in the Government 
employ pass through for the front almost daily. 

Heavy Robbery. — A warrant was placed 
in the hands of our police yesterday by John 
Mcintosh for the arrest of Wm. Little, alias 
T"Wm. Latel, who robbed him of $100 in gold 
and silver and $2,500 in treasury notes on the 
night of the 20th of December. Officer Bligh, 
With his usual shrewdness, traced the robber, 
and succeeded in arresting him in the after- 
noon. He was confined in the city jail, and 
will undergo an examination this morjiing 
before Judge Johnson. 

IffiP Gen. Grant and staff arrived in the 
chy tfl k ht before last from Knoxville, and 
left for Nashville yesterday morning. We 
.learn that he was six days on his way from 
Knoxville to Lexington, travelling the entire 
distance on horseback. From what we un- 
derstand, Gen. Grant is on a tour of observa- 
tion, and took this round-about trip to acquaint 
bimsilf with the condition of things in this 
department. We are not informed as to the 
remit of his observations.

Room No. 40, Capital Hotel, ) 
Frankfort, January 12, 1864. j 
A day has been fixed for the election of a 
State Librarian, and I cannot but express the 
hope that the present incumbent, Mr. George 
A. Robinson, will be re-elected. I do not 
know that he will have any opposition, but 
he has shown himself so urbane and accom- 
modating and taken such an interest in his 
position that I am impelled to speak a good 
word for him. When he went into the Li- 
brary it was a perfect chaos; the books were 
coveted with dust and cobwebs, worm-eaten, 
and misused. He has brought order and 
system out of this confusion; the books now 
are in excellent condition, neatly labelled, 
and arranged under proper heads on appro- 
priate shelves, so that it requires but a mo- 
ment for Mr. Robinson to find any volume 
which may be required, and you can open and 
read it without having an immediate neces- 
sity for ewer, water, soap, and towel. It 
would be a serious misfortune to the State 
should it lose the services.cf such an excel- 
lent officer either by death, resignation, or su- 
pereedure. 

As political demoralization has unfortunately 
brought with it great departures from tbecjr- 
rectness which formerly distinguished persons 
who held offices of financial tru.-tt, it has been 
found necessary to provide stronger guards 
and more stringent penalties to prevent the 
repetition of such breaches of faith as have 
shocked the moral sense of the community. 
Mr. Dulin, therefore, from the House Com- 
mittee on Revised Statutes, has reported a bill 
which provides that if any person, by false 
vouchers, claims, or acts, shall knowingly ob- 
tain from the funds of the State or a county, 
district or municipality, any money or valua- 
bles which may be the subject of larceny, or 
shall procure the certification of any false 
voucher with intent to obtain money and 
valuables upon it, the offender, his aiders and 
abettors, shall be subjected to a fine of one 
thousand dollars and confinement in jail nut 
exceeding twelve months when the amount so 
obtained or attempted to be obtained does not 
exceed $500, and in the penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding ten years if such amount shall exceed 
that sum, at ihe discretion of the jury. It has 
often appeared proper to me that some snub 
general law should be passed, for we have 
now an invidious penal enactment which ap- 
plies solely to the State Treasurer, while 
other officers, who are under no bonds 
but those of personal honor, can be entrusted 
with any sums, and should tbey "fall from 
grace," the Commonwealth has no redress. It 
is therefore imperative that the bill of Mr. 
Dulin should be passed, unless somo more 
stringent proposition is brought forward. 

In the Senate this morning the bill author- 
izing the Governor to raise four thousand 
troops for State defence exclusively, came up 
as the special order. Senator Robinson moved 
its present postponement that the Military 
Committees of the two Houses might have a 
joint session and deliberate upon its provis- 
ions. Senator Briatow had no personal ob- 
jection to the postponement, but the urgency 
of the case and the difficulties which in any 
event would be incurred, pleaded strongly for 
piompt action. Senator Robinson replied 
that he made his motion with a sincere de- 
sire to expedite the passage of the bill. If the 
Stnat* should pass it and send it to the 
House, it might come back with a volume of 
amendments, which would require further 
conference, and consequently cause delay, 
whiih would not occur if it were carefully 
matured previously by the committees of both 
Houses. Senators Bush and Reed were in fa- 
vor of the postponement in order to delibe- 
rate upon the ways and means to equip the 
contemplated force, and Senator Bristow, with 
a sincere appreciation of the motives of those 
who urged delay, consented to withdraw the 
bill, and it was made the special order for 
Thursday. Senator Robinson wished it to be 
distinctly understood that he was for the bill 
and for the money, and no talk of the mil- 
lions it would require to carry it out would 
deter him from its support. 

Another special order in the House was a 
bill from the Committee on the Judiciary, 
concerning the importation of slaves into the 
State. It prohibits the introduction of all 
slaves brought from a foreign country since 
January 1, 1808, or which may hereafter be 
bo bought or who bave been convicted of fel- 
ony in any other State or territory, and any 
person violating the provision shall be fined 
$300 for each slave. No slave shall be im- 
ported as merchandise, or tor Bale or barter in 
the State, under penalty of $000 for each im- 
portation. Immigrants intending permanent 
residence may bring slaves, which are nut pro- 
hibited, with them, and citizens may purchase 
and import them for their personal use. Such 
immigrants, thirty days after thmr arrival, 
must certify on oath their compliance with 
this law, and citizens deriving legal title to 
slaves may import such as are not prohibited. 
Citisene importing slaves under the act must, 
within forty days, file a list of their names, 
ages, and sex to the County Court, and verify 
by oath that the provisions of this act have 
not besn infringed. A penalty of $600 is fixed 
fcr selling or hiring out a slave before 
three years after importation, and $200 
for buying a slave, knowing that he has 
been imported contrary to the provisions of 
the act. Slaves imported by immigrants or 
citizens under this act are not subject to sale, 
under any legal proceeding for "payment of 
debt, unless all the other estate of the debtor 
shall beexhausted, until aftereighteen months 
from such importation. There are other sec- 
tions to the bill, making it perjury to take a 
false oath under its provisions, providing how 
indictments may be fonnd, and that all prose- 
cutions muEtbe commenced within five years 
after offence has been committed, and giving 
the act effect after the lOih proximo. The 
consideration of this special order was post- 
poned for the present. 

The House Committee on Agriculture and 
Manufactures bave been directed to inquire 
into the expediency of levying a tax on dogl 
to raise a fnnd for paying the value of sheep 
destroyed by their canine enemies. The Au- 
ditor states that from J&uairy 1, 1862, to De- 
cember 19, 1863, the loss of 10,012 sheep, 
valued at $20,226, has been reported to his 
office. 

Both Houses held long sessions to-day and 
passed several private bills, while many others 
were introduced Business has now com- 
menced in earnest, and the docket will be vig- 
orously cleared day after day. 

Mrs. Bramlette, l am gratified to state, is 
better to-day. 

In the world of fashion and enjoyment I 
bave nothing to record, except that at the hop 
in the ladies' parlor last night the venerable 
Chief Justice Marshall joined the military- 
judicial orchestra, and performed on the violin 
for the younger ones to dance.

He also states that the General 
in command of tbe department ef which Kan- 
sas forms a part knows of no distinction be- 
tween Kansas and other prisoners. 

Tbe Commissary-General of Prisoners says: 
"There is nething on the records of this office 
to show the manner in which the wonnlcd 
end dead soldiers have been treated on the 
battle field by the rebels, nor is there any- 
thing to show that Kansas volunteers have 
been put to death on being taken prisoners. 
Only 58 enlisted men of Kansas regiments 
can be fouDd on the record as having been 
delivered on parole by the enemy." 

Mr. Fesser; den reported back from the Com- 
mittee on Finance, without amendment, the 
House bill continuing bounties to volunteers to 
March I, 1884. In connection with the sub- 
ject he presented a letter from the Secretary 
of the Treasury, stating his inability to meet 
tbe heavy draft required by the bill in such a 
short space of time, and recommending in- 
creased taxation. Mr. Fessenden said as the 
Committee of Ways and Means in the House 
we.uld consider favorably the recommendation 
of the S*creUry, he hoped the Sehate would 
concur with the House in extending the time 
to March 1. The bill was then passed. 

The enrolment bill was then considered and 
various amendments discussed. 

Mr. Doolittle said every citizen owed to 
his Government, for his protection, no', only 
his property, but, more than that, his personal 
Be rvices. The revenue bills provided for tax- 
ation, but tbe bill before the Senate called for 
the services of the citizens of the United 
States. It was a call upon the men of the 
country to rally round the flag. Kvery able- 
bedied man is bound to render that service. 
He thought the proposition of Mr. Sumner a 
just one. We shall never be compelled to re- 
sort to another draft when we have filled up 
the old regiments, as this will be the deith- 
blow to the rebellion. At the same time, tb^ 
President should have power and ability to call 
out, from time to time, 3,000,000 men liable 
to duty. The moral effect would go far to- 
ward crushing the rebellion. 

At the instance of Mr. Wilson, Mr. Sumner 
modified bis amendment, reducing the per- 
centage on income. 

Theamendmentof Mr. Sumner was rejected 
by a vote ol 25 to 15. 

Mr. Grimes said he would like to know 
tbe number cf colored soldiers enlisted, and 
whether any provision had been made to en- 
list colored men in tbe border States. Il was 
not in his power to answer the question defi- 
nitely. He understood we had 500,000 col- 
ored soldiers in the service, and were increas- 
ing tbe number dai y. We are doing well 
in Eastern Virginia and Maryland; General 
Butler has re-enlisted 300. We are doin^ 
well in .Missouri, East Tennessee, and 
other parts of the country. He di I 
not think the Government had pressed this 
matter of raising colored troops as vigorously 
as it should have done. As our armies ad- 
vnnce, we should swell them by the addition 
ot colored troops. The people everywhere are 
a unit in supporting the policy of employing 
colored solaiers to fight our battles. 

Mr. Wilson moved at 4 o'clock to go into 
executive session, as there was no prospect of 
a vote on the bill. The mo'ion was adopted. 

After tbe executive session the Senate ad- 
journed. 

HOCSE. 

Mr Stevens, from the Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported a bill to increase the 
revenue, and for other purposes, which was 
made the special order for Thursday next. 

Mr. Thomas, of Maryland, from the Judioi- 
ary Committee, reported a bill supplemental 
to the law relating to the War Department, 
and authorizing the settlement of certain 
claims aeainst tbe United States. 

The House went into a Committee of the 
Whole on the state of the Union, and pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the bill to re- 
imburse the Suite of Pennsylvania for calling 
out the militia for repelling invasion and ap- 
propriating $700,000 tor that purpose. 

Fernando Wood moved an amendment so as 
to reimburse New Yoik, which should be 
placed on an equal footing with Pennsylvania 
or auy other State. 

Mr. Rogers wanted to include New Jersey. 

Hcuse adjourned at 4 o'clock. 

Washington, Jan. 12. 

At an arlj.uirned meeting ot tbe opposition 
members of Congress, the following resolu- 
tion was passed: 

Resolved, That we are for the restoration of 
all the States to the Union, the patriotism and 
true statesmanship demand that such a policy 
should be pursued towards the people of tbe 
States in which insurrection exists, as shall 
be best calculated to bring thii expensive and 
exhausting war in which wears now engaged 
to a close, and restore said States to tbe Union 
under the constitntion, with all tbe constitu- 
tional rights of the peopie unimpaired. 

Tbe question of the place for holding the 
next Demacratic National Convention will be 
considered at tbe next meeting. 

Major-General Blunt, of Kansas, has ob- 
tained leave to visit Washington to consult 
with tbe Indian Bureau on tbe subject ol In- 
dian affairs in the Southwest. 

The prevalence of the small-pox in Wash- 
ington is much exaggerated, though it pre- 
vails to a greater extent than heretofore. It 
is generally in a mild form, and there are 
comparatively lew deaths. 

The bill to extend to the 1st of .March the 
bounties to volunteers passed tne Senate in 
tbe precise form in wbicn it left the House, 
and therefore only awaits tbe President's sig- 
nature to become a law. 

Washington, Jan. 12. 

The Committee of Ways and Means, in 
their supplemental bill, which is soon to be 
reported, propose to place a duty on spirits of 
sixty cents a gallon, and on cotton two cents 
per pound; and it provides that a duty on 
spirits shall be levied on all on which no du- 
ties bave been paid and no returns made from 
January 12th, 1864. It provides that spirits 
may be stored in bonded warehouses and ex- 
ported without the payment of duty, and only 
such can be exported as no drawback is to be 
allowed. Tbe bill adds an equivalent amount 
to ibe tariff of spirits, and allows an equiva- 
lent amount to tbe draw back on cotton manu- 
fae turers. 

Gen. Frank Blair appeared in tbe House to- 
day for the first time this season, was qualified, 
and took his seat. 

Newbern, N. C , Jan 9. 
The Times, the new loyal paper here, says 
the people of the State are ripe for revolt 
against the Richmond government. Tbe 
leaders of tbe movement advocate a separate 
sovereignty, though boldly avowing a return 
to the Union preferable to the present state of 
affairs in Dixie. 

New York, Jan. 12. 
Judge Barbour, of the Supreme Court, has 
decided that tbe act under which claims were 
mhde against the city in the riot cases is un- 
constitutional. 

Jefferson City, Jan. 12. 
Tbe house to-day passed a bill appropriating 
$50 000, to be expended by the Western San- 
itary Commission for tbe benefit of the sick 
and wounded soldiers of Missouri. 



Barnnm has sent a box of American rattle- 
snakes for the Zoological Gardens of tbe free 
city of Frankfort.

Soldiers Drcgqed aud Robbed in the 
CARS.'-We learn from the Cairo Democrat 
that a most daring scheme of villany was 
perpetrated in tbe cars between that city and 
Centralis, on Wednesday night Ust, the par- 
ticulars of which are as follows: 

A large nuaiber of recruits were on tbi 
train en ronte frosa Camp Yates to Yi^ks'iurg. 
These recruits were known to have a consid- 
erable amcunsi of money in their possession, 
and it appears that tbrte men, who b:id enlist- 
ed and started with the rest, conceived tbf 
design (<t robbing their comrades. To accom- 
plish this, they procured a quantity of whi '- 
key, which they drugge.-l, and placed it In 
bottles and canteens. After the train had left 
CYntraUti these men entered Oiie ol the cars. 
•Thick was filled with soldiers, and distribute I 
the 1-quor among them. Tho night being 
quite cold ibe soidiers drank freely, read it 
was but a Ehort time until every man of tbem 
ir eluding the guards, fell into a state ot uc- 
corstious stupor. The villains then extin- 
guished the lights, and proceeded to rob their 
victims of all tbe money and valuables they 
hsd. They took *150 in money, a gold watch, 
eLd a rnolver from one man, who, we are 
informed, died from the effects of tta-drag he 
bad taken in the liquor. About $900 was 
tsken (rem tte soldiers, who awoke from their 
unconsciousness to find they had been rcbb3d. 
The scoundrels who committed this astonish- 
ing robbery got off the train immediately 
after, somewhere between Cairo and Centra- 
lis. We did not learn their names, but sup- 
pose ell three ate known. Ons, we under- 
statd. was formerly a mate-on a lake steam- 
er, and mother tte son of a prominent and 
weslihy citizen of Chicago. They had un- 
doubtedly enlisu-d lor the base purpose of 
committing the deed which they so success- 
fully accomplished. 

A Funky Blunder. — The Cincinnati Gaz- 
ette has an 'Intelligent ctyrrespondenf at 
Washington, if we are to trust his very special 
despatch as published in that paper of yester- 
day. The "intelligent correspondent" afore- 
said very gravely announces that a resolution 
was presented in Congress for an adjoarnment 
over the "8th ol January" as being the "birth- 
day of Andrew Jackson!" 

Now we somehow got the idea that the 
''8th of January" was the anniversary of the 
Battle of 2few Orleans. Arid seeing that An- 
drew Jackson was born on the MM cf March, 
1767, we c».n't exactly reconcile the "intelli- 
gent correspondent's" sSitement with the 
"tiuth of history." Po°sibiy it may be done 
by the Gazette's man; but "we can't see it in 
that light."— -fMt'o State Journal.

THE REPORT OF GEM. MoULKLLAIC. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
Yo'k Commercial Advertiser has had an op- 
portunity of peru.ing the voluminous' report oi 
Uen. McClellan, recently ordered to be print 
cd by Congress, and furnishes that paper with 
r.n intertstirg summarj of some portions of it. 
Ibis digest, it will be conceded, 13 very brief, 
in yiew oftbe fact that the report embrnces 
nearly eight hundred manuscript pages. The 
writer states that the document "ii full ol 
points on which controversy might be made, 
and, whenever time shall be ripe.no djub 1 
will be made." 

The report is dated New Yoek, Augu3t 4, 
1863. It begins with an allusion to the results 
of the victories in Western Virginia, which, 
we learn, were not won in connection with 
any general co-operative plan of action; aud 
then goes on to recite the arrival of Gen. 
McClellan at Washington after Ball Run; 
the organization of the Army of the Potomac; 
the grand plan laid out for the general cam- 
paign of 18G1-C2; the final invasion of Virgin- 
ia in 1862; the Peninsular movement; the 
seven days' battles; and the short but glori- 
ous Maryland campaign of September, 1862. 

On the 1st of November General M^Ciellan 
was eppointed to the chief command of all 
the forces of the Union, and at once began 
active operations. The theatre of war hai 
now extended about the whole circumference 
of the South, and it became necessary, as well 
es practicable, to plan a large and sweeping 
combination 0* military operations. 

An organization of New England troops for 
occupying tbe coast line of the South on the 
middle Atlantic, which had been suggested by 
General McClellan in September, 18G1, took 
shape in January, 1862, as an expedition un- 
der General Burnside, designed to facilitate 
the movements of the main body in Etsteru 
Virginia by an occupation of the coast line of 
North Carolina, General Burnside being or- 
dered, when he should have seized Newbern, 
to occupy and destroy the Weldon and Wil- 
mington Railroad as far west as Goldsboro, 
and, should circumstances favor, to push as 
far ai Raleigh, Wilmington beingj however,;hi3 
ultimate objective point. "Caution about proc- 
lamation" was recommended, the General be- 
ing nrged "to say as little as possible about 
politics or the negro," and to state merely 
"that the true issue for which we are fighting 
is the preservation of the Union and uphold- 
ing the laws of the General Government." 

At the same time letters were sent to Gen. 
Halleck, appointed to tbe command of the 
Department of Missouri; tp Gen. Buell, in 
command of the Department of the Ohio; to 
Gen. Sherman, commanding in South Caro- 
lina and Georgia; and to Gen. Butler, com- 
manding the Department of the Gulf. 

Gen. Halleck was charged with the duty of 
"ieducin£fhaos to order ' in his department. 
In Tttpwt to military operations he was or- 
dered to hold the State by fortified posts and 
concentrate his force on the Mississippi. 

Gen. Buell was instructed as to the vast im- 
portance of the military occupation of EtsU 
ern Kentucky and Tennessee. In Kentucky 
itself he was advised "the conduct of our po- 
litical affairs is perhaps more important than 
that of our military operations," and he was 
urged to bear in mind "that we shall most 
readily suppress this rebellion and restore the 
authority of the Government by religiously 
respecting tbe constitutional rights of all. 
In accordance "with the feelings aad opinion 
of the President," Gen. McClellan requested 
Gen. Buell to ae6ure the "people of Kentucky 
that their domestic institutions wiil in no man- 
ner be interfered with;" and "to allow nothing 
but tbe dictates of military necessity" to 
cause bim to "depart from the spirit of his in- 
structions." 

In respect to Tennes.ee, Gen. Buell was 
crdered to throw tbe mass of his troops "by 
rapid marches by Cumberland to Walker s 
Gap, on Knoxville, in order to occupy the 
railroad at that point," and "cut tbe cummu- 
nication betjreen Eastern Virginia and the 
Miesieeippi." Gen. Buell was further coun- 
eelled to avoid "widening the breach existing 
between us and the rebels" by "causeless ar- 
rests and persecutions of individuals." "I 
have always found," says Gen. McClellan, 
"that it is tbe tendency of subordinates to 
make vexatious arrests on mere suspicion." 

Gen. Sherman was advised that the fivora- 
!>le movement for a coup de main against 
Savannah had been lost, and that tbe best 
course before him would be "to isolate and 
reduce Fort Pulaski." But the "reduction of 
Charleston and its defences" was held up as 
the great moral advantage to be sought for, 
and tbis was stated to be an object for which 
Gen. McClellan was actively maturing his 
combination. Gen. Butler was instructed as 
to the obstacles to be encountered in reducing 
New Orleans, and was ordered, as soon as 
possible after the fall of that city, to "deize 
all the approaches leading to it from the east," 
and particularly "Jackson, in Mississippi," 
with an ultimate view as well to the capture 
o! Mobile as to the opening of the Mississippi. 

The instructions thus issued to the Generals 
named comprehend the entire scope of the 
plans of Gen. McClellan, of which plans the 
aaovement of the Army of the Potomac under 
his own orders was the central feature. It 
was considered by him necessary to the suc- 
cess of these plans that they should be carried 
cut simultaneously, or as nearly as possible, 
and tbe advance of the Potomac Army upon 
Richmond by the lower Rappahannock was 
kept in hand by him, to be delivered as tbe 
decisive blow in conjunction with all the rest 
of the general movement. 

Passing over Gen. McClellan's full and 
(1. borate account of the consultations and 
operations which preceded the advance to Ma- 
nassas, March 9, 1862, we find that this ad- 
vance was intended by bim merely to occupy 
the troops during tbe preparations for the Pe- 
ninsula, campaign, then fully decided upon. 

Gen. McClellan reached the Peninsula with 
8£,000 effectives early in April. He gives his 
reasons for not assaulting the works at York- 
town, described the battle of Williamsburg 
wiTb special praise of Gen. Hancock, and re- 
cites the advance to Richmond. The siege of 
that city is narrated at length, and the "change 
Of base," with its attendant battles from Me- 
chanicsville, fought June 26, to Malvern Hill, 
fought July 1. 1862. "This closed," saysGen. 
McClellun, "the hard fighting which bad con- 
tined from the afternoon of the 26th June, in 
a series of engagements wholly unparalleled 
On this continent for determination and 
slaughter on both sides." 

July 4tb, the General telegraphed to the 
President that be occupied at Harrison's Bir 
positions "which could be carried only by 
overwhelming numbers." "The spirit of the 
army," be added, "ie excellent: stragglers are 
finding their regiments and the soldiers ex- 
hibit the best results of discipline." He thus 
Bums up the results of the brief bat fierce 
campaign : 

"I cannot now approximate to any state- 
ment of our losses; but we were not beaten 
in any conflict. The enemy were unable by 
their utmost efforts to drive us from the field. 
* • * We have lost no guns except twen- 
ty-five on the field of battle, twenty-one of 
which were lost by the giving way of Mo 
Call's division under the onset of superior 
numbers. When all the circumstances of the 
case are known it will be acknowledged by 
all competent judges that the movement just 
completed by our army is unparalleled in the 
annals of war. Under the most difficult cir- 
cumstances we have preserved our trains, our 
guns, our material, and above all our honor." 

To this the President replied: "Be assured 
the heroism and skill of yourself, officers, and 
men is, and forever will be, appreciated. If 
yon can hold your present position we shall 
hive tbe enemy yet" 

On the 7th General McClellan telegraphed : 
"If not attacked to-day 1 shall laugh at them. 
Flag Officer Goldsborough is confident he can 
keep open my communications by the James.',, 
Expecting an attack, he says, as a necessity 
to the enemy, and feeling the critical nature 
of the position, Gen. McClellan on the sam j 
day addiessed to the President the following 
letter: 6 
"Mr. President: You have been fully in- 
formed that the rebel army is in our front, 
with the purpose of overwhelming us by a>t- 
tacking our positions or reducing us by block- 
ing our river communications. I cannot but 
regard our condition as critical, and I earnest- 
ly desire, in view of possible contingences, to 
lay before your Excellency, for your private 
consideration, my general views concerning 
the existing state of the rebellion, although 
they do not strictly relate to the situation of 
the army or strictly come within the scope of 
my official duties. These views amount to 
convictions, and are deeply impressed upon 
my mind and heart. 

'''Our cause must never be abandoned — it is 
the cause of free institutions and self-govern- 
ment. The Constitotion and Union mustba 
preserved, whatever may be the cost in time, 
treasure, and blood. If secession issuccessful, 
Other dissolutions are clearly to be seen in the 
future. Let neither military disaster, political 
faction, nor foreign war shake your settled 
purpose to enforce tbe equal operation of the 
laws of the United States upon the people of 
every State. 

"The time has come when the Government 
must determine upon a civil and military 
policy covering the whole ground of our na- 
tional trouble. The responsibility of deter- 
mining, declaring, and supporting such civil 
and military policy, and of directing the whole 
«ourse of national affairs in regard to the re- 
bellion, must now be assumed and exercised 
by you or our cause will be lost. The Con- 
stitution gives you power sufficient even for 
the present terrible exigency. 

"This rebellion has assumed the character 
of war; as such it should be regarded, and it 
should be conducted upon the nighest princi- 
ples known to Christian civiliz ition. Itshould 
not be a war looking to the subjugation of the 
people of any State in any event. It s'aould 
not be at all a war upon population, bat 
against armed forces and political organiza- 
tion. Neither confiscation of property, po'.it> 
cal executions of persons, territorial organiza- 
tions of States, or forcible abolition of slaveiy 
should be contemplated for a moment. In 
prosecuting the war all private property and 
unarmed persons should be strictly protect d 
subject only to the necessity of military oper- 
ations. All priTate property taken for mili- 



tary use shnuld b? pa'd or receipted for; pil- 
lape and waste should be treated as high 
dimes; all unnecessary trespass sternly pro 
bibited, and offensive demeanor by th* milita- 
ry toward citizens promptly rebuked. Military 
am-sts should not be tolera-ed except in place? 
where active hostilities exist, and oatlis not 
required by enactments constitutionally mauV 
stould be neither demanded nor received 
Military government should be confined to 
tbe preservation of public order and the pro- 
tection of political rights. Military power 
should not be allowed to interfere with the re- 
lations of servitude, either by supporting or 
impairing the authority of the master, except 
fur repressing disorder, as in other cases. 
Slaves contraband under the act of Congress, 
seeking military protection, should receive it. 
The right of tbe Government to appropriate 
permanently to its own service claims of slave 
labor should be asserted, and the right of the 
owner to compensation therefor should be re- 
cognized. Tbis principle might be extended 
upon grounds of military necessity aud securi- 
ty to all the slaves within a particular State, 
thus working manumission in sucfi State; and 
in Missouri perhaps in Western Virginia also, 
end possibly even in Maryland, the expediency 
of sach a measareis only a question of time. 

"A system of policy thus constitutional and 
conservative, and pervaded by the influences 
of Christianity and freedom, would receive tbe 
support of almost all truly loyal men, would 
deeply impress the rebel masses and all foreign 
nations, and it might be humbly hoped that 
it would commend itself to the favor of tbe 
Almighty. 

"Unless the principles governing the future 
conduct of onr struggle shall be made known 
und approved, the effort to obtain requisite 
forces will be almost hopeless. A declaration 
of radical views, cspicially upon slavery, will 
rapidly disintegrate our present armies. 

"The policy of the government must be sup- 
ported by concentratiop of military power. 
The national forces should not be dispersed in 
expeditions, posts of occupation, and numer- 
ous armies, but should be mainly collected in- 
to masses aud brought to bear upon the armies 
of the Confederate States. Those armies 
thoroughly defeated, the political structure 
which they support would soon cease to exist. 

"In carrying out any system of policy which 
you may form yen will require a commander- 
in-chief of the army, one who possesses your 
confidence, understands your views, and is 
competent to execute your orders by directing 
the military forces of the nation to the accom- 
plishment of the objects by you proposed. I 
do not ask that place for myself. I am wil- 
ling to serve you in 6uch a position as you 
may assign me, and will do so as faithfully as 
ever subordinate served superior. 

"1 may be on the brick of eternity, and, as ! 
I bope forgiveness from my Maker, I have i 
written this letter with sincerity toward you 
and from love for my country." 

Early in August the army was ordered to 
leave Harrison s LaDding, on James River, 
contrary to the ooinion of General McClellan 
tbat the road to Richmond was by way of the 
Peninsula. On tbat occasion he addressed 
General Halleck the remarkable letter, under 
date of "Berkley, (Va.) August 4th," which 
was republished in yesterday's Intelligencer. 

The condition of affairs at Washington dur- 
ing tbe campaign of Pope is graphically de- 
scribed. 

September 2, the President directed Genet al 
McClellan to take command of bis own and 
Gen. Pope's armies and find the enemy. On 
tbe 17th of September Antietam was fought, 
South Mount. .u, and Cramp ton 9 Gap having 
been already won by us. Not a single gun or 
color was lost by us in theje battles, and our 
total loss in men at Antietam is stated by Gen. 
McClellan at 12,469. 

The advance into Virginia after Antietam 
is related, with an account of the causes by 
which that advance was delayed. On the 
night of November 7th Gen. McClellan was 
relieved, and the command transferred to 
General Burnside. 

Gen. McClellan thus desribes his own re- 
port: 

"This report is in fact the history of the 
Army of the Potomac. During the period 
occupied in the organization of that army it 
served as a barrier against the advance of a 
lately victorious enemy, while the fortification 
of the capital was in progress, and, under tbe 
discipline which it then received, it acquired 
strength, education, and some of that experi- 
ence which is necessary to success in active 
operations, and which enabled it afterward to 
sustain itself under circumstances trying to 
tbe most heroic men. Frequent skirmishes 
occurred along the lines, conducted with great 
gallantry, which inured our troops to the real- 
ities of war. 

' The army grew into shape but slowly, and 
the delays which attended on the obtaining 
of a mis, continued late into the winter of 
1661-62, were no less trying to the soldiers 
than to the people of the country. Even at 
the time of tbe organization of the peninsnla 
campaign Eome of the finest regiments were 
without rifles, nor were the utmost exertions 
on tbe part of the military authorities ade- 
quate to overcome the obstacles to active ser- 
vice. 

"When at length the army was in condition 
to take the field, the peninsula campaign wag 
planned and entered upon with enthusiasm 
by officers and men. Had this campaign 
been followed up as it was designed, I cannot 
doubt it would have resulted in a glorious tri- 
umph to our arms and the permanent restora- 
tion of the power of the Government in Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, if not throughout 
the revolted States. It was, however, other- 
wise ordered; and tbe Army of the Potomac 
was recalled from within sight of Richmond 
and incorporated with the Army of Virginia. 
The disappointments of the campaign on the 
peninsula bad not damped their ardor or di- 
minished their patriotism. They fought well, 
faithfully, gallantly under Gen. Pope, yet 
were compelled to fall back on Washiugton, 
defeated and almost demoralized. The ene- 
my, no longer occupied in guarding his own 
capital, poured his troops northward, en- 
tered Maryland, threatened Pennsvlva- 
nia, and even Washington itself. Elated 
by bis recent victories, and assure! 
that our troops we:e disorganized and 
dispiri:ed, he was confident that tbe seat 
of war was now permanently transferred to 
the loyal States, and that his own exhaust id 
soil was to be relieved from the burden of 
supporting two hostile armies. But he did not 
understand the spirit which animated the sol- 
diers of the Union. 

"I shall not, nor can I, living, forget that 
when I was ordered to the command of ibe 
troops for the defence of the capital, the sol- 
diers, with whom I bad shared so much of the 
anxiety and pain and suffering of the war, 
had not lost their confidence in me as their 
commander. They sprang to my call with all 
their ancient vigor, discipline, and courage. 
I led them into Maryland. Fifteen days after 
they bad fallen back defeated before Washing- 
ton, they vanquished the enemy on tbe rug- 
ged heights of South Mountain, pursued to the 
hard-fought field of Antietam, and drove him, 
broken and disappointed, across the Potomac 
into Virginia. 

"The army had need of rest after the terrible 
experience of battles and marches, with 
scarcely an interval of repose, which they had 
through from the time of leaving tbe Penin- 
sula, the return to Washington, the defeat in 
Virginia, the victory at South Mountain, and 
again at Antietam. It was not surprising that 
they were in a large degree destitute of the 
absolute necessaries to effective duty. Shoes 
were worn out and blankets were lost; cloth- 
ing wes in rags; in short, the army was unfit 
for active service, and an interval for rest and 
equipment was necessary. When the slowly 
forwarded supplies came to us I led the army 
acroEstbe river, renovated, refreshed, in good 
order and discipline, and followed the retreat- 
ing foe to a position where I was confident of 
decisive victory ; when, in the midst of the 
movement, while my advance guard was ac- 
tually in contact with tbe enemy, I was re 
moved from the command. • * * 

"Instead of reporting a victorious campaign^ 
it has been my duty to relate tbe heroism of a 
reduced army, sent upon an expedition into 
an enemy's country, thereto abandon one 
and originate another and new plan of cam- 
paign, which might and would have been 
successful if supported with appreciation of its 
necessities, but which failed because of the 
repeated failure of promised sunport at the 
most critical, and, it proved the most fatal 
moments. That heroism surpassed ordinary 
description. Its illustration must be left for 
the pen of the historian in times of calm re- 
flection, when the nation shall be looking" 
back to the past from the midst of peaceful 
daj s. For me now it is sufficient to say that 
my comrades were victors in every field save 
one, and there the endurance of a single corps 
accomplished the object of its fighting, and, 
by securing to the army its transit to the 
Jiimes river, left to the enemy a ruinous and 
barren victory."
